Thia will 
be the Prime Minister's firat viait to the United States and 
the first visit by an elected leader of Pakiatan sine* martial 
law waa lifted, it will underscore our support for Pakistan's 
movement from martial law towarda democracy and for Pakistan's 
stand against Soviet aggression ini Afghanistan. It will 
provide ae well an opportunity to strengthen our already close 
cooperation with the Pakistani government and to give the Prime 
Minister a political stake in that; us-Paklatsn relationship.
